Sino-Soviet Air Foree Combined Headquarters 
( os ie \ Hy fe dete 4p ) desided to enlarge ten airfields in China into 
modern ‘oviet-atyle air bases. The Soviets will send 2,000 technicians and 
ground personnel with tools and machinory to these airfields to exnedite 
construction; the major part of the work is to be completed before the end 
of 1951. The ten airfields are at Harbin, Chiamussu, Mukden, salgan, Lanchow, 
Tsingtao, Kunming, Hsuchou, Hankow, and Nanning. Large Soviet air forces 
would be transferred to these bases in the event of war. 
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
